Henry Demarest Lioyd deliversd the Arat
lecture In the unlversity extension courss
last pight at the First Copgregatisnal
church, “"Newest England, as Exemplified
in the Government of New Zealand,” wan
the subject of the lecture

After speaking hriefly of the richness of
New Zealand, the beauty of the country
and the galubrity of the climate, Mr. Lloyd
began a discurslon of the economic changes
In New Zealand which bave caused all stu-
donta of politien)] ecanomy to think., He
spoks in part as follows

‘In 1800 New Zealand found jtaelf In 1he
throes of monopolies of land and money. It
WwWiks A govornment of maonopolies for mo-
suopolies. A maritime strike did much to
bring about a revolution. Allhough the
kailors and other lahorers were UBsuCerens .
ful In securing the concessions they de-
sired, the effect of the strike was telling
and the result was & complete overthrow of
the conservative party st the next election,
The revolution was a happy substitute for
the Freoch revolution. It sccomplished the
kame purpesen withoul bleodshed,

Heanlt of the Revolution.

“The entira system of taxation was
changed. As a substitute for the general
property tax Iand and income taxes were
provided. Taxes were made progressive.
Bwsatehops and contractors were abolinhed
The government let contracts for publie
works thraugh its engineers, Work was
furnished all men. Old men and men whe
were pol accustomed (o heavy labor were
provided with work which was sulted te
thelr sirength,

“Great estates were purchased from their
owners, divided und resold In amall plota

of ground. Where ownern were unwilling
o soll thelr vast estates the land was
condemned and converted into small farms
which  were allotied AODK citizenn
whom the land board decmed auit-
able wottlers, Cltlen were CmMpow -
ered to purchase land and sel]l it aut

In lots to desirable purchasers. thus dolng
away with real estate spoculation. Rall-
Toads were under government control nre-
vious to thin time, but the yevaluilon
hrought them uearer 1o (he people and
placed them under the control of & min-
laier of rallrpads, wno 18 one of the most
Important members of the cabinet,

‘Compulsory arbitration lnws were #n-
forced, thus doing away with strikes. The
ballot wam extended to men and women
erlike.  Every effort wus made by the gov-
ercment to assist its cltizens o proaper-
Iy, Agents were sent about to glve In-
ktruction In agrienlture. Money was hor-
rowed hy the government and loaned to
'tizena al reasonable rates.  Sheep were
taken by the government and markeled at
government storehouses in London

“The governmeni provided a subsiitute for
the poorhouse and the Indignitles heaped
upon people who spend thare their declining
years. An old-age pension law was en-
acted,  Penslons are pravided in New Zea-
land for the veterans of work as well as
the vetarans of war.

“This revolution was ene which was not
brought about by rapine and war It wam
distinetly an Anglo-Saxon revelution, a
revolellen of our kind:* = *

Poes not this Ninth grade scheme justify
the susplclon thut It is & game of politieal
buneo to drrui- tenchers who are out of a
Job and to enlist thelr support and that of
thelr friends for candldates committed 1o
the policiea of the coterle in the schoal
board that wanta to perpetuyste the present
extravagant management? Are not the
four places hung up as & tempting balt for
fortty or perhaps even four thmes forty
credulous gq.npk- who Imagine that they
are to ba the chosen four”

This reminds me of the story of the
gpeaker who, afler having made a speech
at A banquet, wan halled on the street next
day by one who had read the report of the
proceedings in the newspapers with the
statement that a certaln remark which he
had made was a great joke, when his friend,
the orator, responded. “'You must bhave &
powerful mense of humor to discover any
Joke In that statement, for | was in dead
earnest.”

Now, Mr, Editor, your political scent must
be very keen indeed If you can smell any

But, if this veselution should have politi-
cal bearing, which I did nol Intend that it
should, then please let me ask you a few
questions:
